THE Murphy In-a-Dor Bed is a hand- 
some, comfortable, excellently made 
bed, equipped with your selection ot 
springs — ribbon, coil or box — over which you 
may place a mattress of your choice. It is a 
standard size bed — in double or twin style — 
long enough for a six-footer. The Murphy In- 
a-Dor Bed is built for restful sleep. 

It is just such a bed as you would select at a 
fine furniture store if you were seeking the best 
and most comfortable bed at any price. 

Yet Murphy is different from all other beds. 
It differs in its method of installation. It differs 
in its effect upon the furnishings of your home, 
upon the size, convenience, economy and utility 
of your home. There is nothing else like it. 

The Murphy In-a-Dor Bed permits the twenty- 
four-hour-a-day use of a room, without giving 
even a suggestion, through the day, that the 
room, by night, becomes a sleeping chamber. 
This perfect concealment, not only of the bed 
but of the place of concealment itself, is due to 
the fact that the Murphy In-a~Dor Bed is the 
only bed that, in full size, will swing through a 
standard three-foot door. 

The device for attaching the Murph y In-a-Dor 
Bed is patented. It is exclusive to this fine bed. 
The Murphy In-a-Dor Bed is fastened to the 
floor, adjacent to the jamb of the door. No 
weight rests upon door or frame. Only one con- 
nection is made with the door jamb — that of the 
guide arm which carries absolutely no weight. 



No other bed can be attached in this manner, 
because the Murphy In-a-Dor Bed is protected 
by basic patents. No other bed can be called the 
In-a-Dor Bed because the name "In-a-Dor** is 
copyrighted. As you read this book remember 
then that you are reading about the only In-a- 
Dor Bed— the Murphy — and that what you read 
of the Murphy can be said of no other bed made. 

Has Affected All Types of 
Residential Buildings 

The economic effect of the Murphy In-a-Dor 
Bed was felt soon after its development in the 
hotel and apartment house fields. Within a short 
time it revolutionized investors' ideas regarding 
the kind of building that could be erected on 
high priced ground and return a satisfactory in- 
come on the capital invested. 

In a hotel the Murphy In-a-Dor Bed makes 
possible the utilization of one unit of floor space 
for both a spacious living room and a big, airy 
bed room. A couple, or an individual, can live 
in a hotel equipped with Murphy In-a-Dor Beds, 
in a degree of luxury that would prove far be- 
yond most purses if they had to pay for the spa- 
ciousness they enjoy instead of just the floor 
space they occupy. Yet the rental, reasonable for 
location and accommodations, yields a good re- 
turn to the owner of such high priced property. 

Upon apartment house construction the Mur- 
phy In-a-Dor Bed exerted a similar influence. 
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By giving the floor space of one room a two-room 
usefulness, the modern apartment house, com- 
pletely equipped with time- and labor-saving 
conveniences, can offer spacious quarters, at rea- 
sonable rentals, on conveniently located, close-in 
realty of high value. 

In the outlying districts, the realm of the du- 
plex, three and six-flat apartment building, the 
Murphy In-a-Dor Bed has for some years been 
a factor in the renting situation. People, espe- 
cially the wives, with the servant and house- 
keeping problems chiefly on their hands, have 
sought adequate quarters with a minimum of 
space. They have found just what they wished — 
in apartments where one or two day-time rooms 
are equipped with Murphy In-a-Dor Beds. 

Home owners, also, who are both landlords 
and tenants soon saw advantages in this type 
of building. 

From the down-town residential hotel the eco- 
nomic and architectural influences of the Murphy 
In-a-Dor Bed have radiated beyond the large 



apartments, over the smaller structures to the de- 
tached dwellings — the house and the bungalow.

In the hotel, Murphy In-a-Dor Beds were ap- 
praised almost entirely for their comfort and 
their economic values. 

In the apartment house, the lines and the fin- 
ish of the beds became more important. People, 
although their sojourn might be for only a year, 
began to think of the Murphy In-a-Dor Bed as a 
piece of furniture and to desire harmony between 
the bed and other furnishings. 

Since the Murphy In-a-Dor Bed became a fac- 
tor in the economics of home ownership, the de- 
signs and finishes of the beds have been developed 
to a breadth and to a perfection that places 
them, regardless of the scheme of furnishings 
selected for the home, on a par with the finest 
of furniture of good taste. 
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Get Double Service 
from your Rooms 




A DECIDED trend in American domestic 
architecture, due to changes in home 
^ . economics, is the general tendency today 
to get more efficient service — a double service — 
from the residential space that must be enclosed 
and furnished in the first place and then heated 
and maintained year after year at considerable 
cost in money and effort in labor. 

More use can be made of a living room, still 
greater spaciousness can be obtained with a really 
lessened total area for the home, by installing, 
back of a standard door, a full-sized Murphy In- 
a-Dor Bed, thus making of the living room a lux- 
urious guest chamber. With the range of styles in 
which Murphy In-a-Dor Beds are now made and 
finished, it is possible to select one in harmony 
with the other furnishings of any living room. 

The sun room has an unquestioned place in 
American domestic life. So, too, has the airy 
outdoor sleeping place. Both may occupy but 
one unit of floor space if the sun room be 
equipped with Murphy In-a-Dor Beds. For a 
house that has no sun room or sleeping porch 
there is perhaps no scheme of remodeling that 
adds, for the money, so much to the accom- 
modations as the addition of these rooms, 
equipped with Murphy In-a-Dor Beds. 

Then there is the question of a man's room — 
library or den, depending upon whether his 
pleasures are in the open or among books. In the 
ordinary house there is no room which is man*s 
only for his guns or trophies, for his easy chairs 
or books. But with a Murphy In-a-Dor Bed to 
turn library or den into a supplementary bed- 
room a man may have, at no increase in build-

TO TENANT or owner, the Murphy In- 
a-Dor Bed offers a means of getting 
either more for your money or of get- 
ting what you most desire for the money you 
have to spend for a home. 

An apartment house dweller can, in a building 
equipped with Murphy In-a-Dor Beds, have a 
spacious living room and a big airy bedroom in 
an area which, divided into two rooms, would 
scarcely provide breathing space. Or, for in- 
stance, a four room and sun parlor apartment, 
can cn a minute's notice become a six-room 
apartment if Murphy In-a-Dor Beds have been 
included in living room and sun parlor. In apart- 
ment houses. Murphy In-a-Dor Beds make pos- 
sible the kind of homes that high class tenants 
demand., which means a good return for the 
owner without an apparently high rental. 

Every city now has buildings that prove 
these facts. For instance, there is a magnificent 
apartment house on Chicago's Gold Coast, Lake 
Shore Drive, where one can live near the down- 
town district on one of the finest avenues in the 
world at a cost not exceeding what one would 
pay for equal accommodations in an old-fash- 
ioned apartment on an outlying side street of 
good character. Other large cities. New York, 
Detroit, Los Angeles — any place of several hun- 
dred thousand — offer similar striking examples. 

In the building of homes, the Murphy In-a- 
Dor Bed, by making one room give the service 
of two, has put ownership within the reach of 



thousands who otherwise might never have af- 
forded homes for themselves and their children. 

The family that, in the old days, would have 
required an eight-room house can, today, be 
more comfortable in seven or possibly six rooms, 
and small houses do not require big, costly lots. 

The cost of a house runs perhaps a thousand 
dollars a room. By planning Murphy In-a- 
Dor Beds into your living room you detract 
nothing from the charm of the room, and you 
have a big, comfortable extra sleeping room. You 
can have a play room or a study room for the 
children and a bedroom on the same floor space. 
Your sun parlor can also be a sleeping porch. 

On the average small home you can estimate 
a saving in construction cost of |i,ooo to $1,500 
a room. In addition there are other savings you 
would enjoy as long as the house stands. What 
those savings would total would depend largely 
upon your ideas of furniture for the room you 
save, of decoration and of comfortable heating. 
Remember this, too, that the installation of one 
Murphy In-a-Dor Bed means one less room to 
furnish, decorate, heat, pay taxes, insurance and 
interest upon, one less room to maintain from 
the outside of the house, one less room to clean, 
dust and keep in order. In initial cost, in up- 
keep cost and in labor cost. Murphy In-a-Dor 
Beds save a home owner's money — which he 
may invest or use for automatic heat, electrical 
refrigeration, instantaneous hot water heater 
and other modern home conveniences.

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So EASILY is the

quately to convey the truth about its ease. 

Open the concealing door^a standard three- 
foot door that gives no hint of its purpose— and 
the bed is ready to be swung from its closet 
into the room as easy as opening a door. 

Although all the bed^s weight rests upon the 
lower arm, which is attached to the floor close 
to the door jamb, there is so little resistance that 
one almost feels, upon taking hold of the bed, 
that it moves itself through the door. 

Even guidance is unnecessary because the up- 
per arm is a guide only. It carries no weight. 




Concealed behind a standard three-foot door 



The bed swings clear of 
rugs or carpet, subjecting 
them to no wear. It can not 
run wild against the door 
or your other furniture. 
When the bed is thus swung into the room it 
can be lowered "at the touch of a hand'' even by 
a child, to solid rest upon the floor. At all stages 
in its lowering, the bed is in perfect balance. It 
will, at the withdrawal of one's hand, neither 
drop nor return to vertical position. Yet a fur- 
ther and unnecessary precaution is taken in the 
use of a device that releases the balancing spring 
just as the bed touches the floor. It does not 
function again until one starts to lift the ted to 
vertical position. Then it does most of the work. 

Only two pieces of Murphy In-a-Dor Beds 
fold — -the headboard and the foot end. The fold- 
ing head holds the pillows and mattress securely 
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Guided through 
attached to 



at one end, while friction 
clamps, easy of manipulation, 
hold the bedding at the foot 
end smooth and ready for use. 

The underside of a Murphy 
In-a-Dor Bed is accessible for 
cleaning. A Murphy In-a-Dor 
Bed gets a better circulation of 
air than the ordinary bed, es- 
pecially when the closet in 
which it is concealed has a window admitting 
fresh air and sunlight. There is no place, under 
a Murphy In-a-Dor Bed, for dust and lint to ac- 
cumulate, for bacteria to thrive in darkness. 

No special construction is necessary for the 
installation of a Murphy In-a-Dor Bed. Any 
good floor is strong enough to carry the weight 
of the bed. No part is attached to the door. 

All castings of the Murphy In-a-Dor Bed are 
malleable iron — iron that does not break. The 
strong tubular steel frame is of drop type, allow- 
ing full play, at the sides, to the resiliency of the 
springs, made of special spring steel wire. 




In addition to illustrat- 
ing the ease with which 
one can handle a Murphy 
In-a-Dor Bed the pic- 
tures on these two pages 
show the accessibility of 
the concealing closet, 
whether the bed is up or

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IN EVERY architectural or furniture pe- 
riod there are^ of the many types devel- 
oped, a few that never go out of style, a few 
that are fundamentally good. 

From the undying designs, selections were 
made for the basic forms of Murphy In-a-Dor 
Beds — forms that lend themselves to modern 
materials and modern surroundings. 

The turned post and foot rail, reminiscent of 
Colonial craftsmanship; the caned panels and 
lozenged grills, recalling Sheraton; the grace- 
fully spindled head and foot, both English and 
Colonial in feeling; these are three of the basic 
Murphy In-a-Dor Bed designs. By form, some 
one of the Murphy In-a-Dor Beds is suited to 
any general style of furniture, in good taste, that 
may be selected for the rest of the house fur- 
nishings, whether simple or elaborate. 

Then each fundamental design is finished in 
more than one manner. The bed with the turned 
posts is finished, in one instance, as maple — a 
wood that recently has returned to a high pop- 
ularity, giving to antiques in maple some sur- 
prisingly high values. This same bed is furnished 
in green, with oval inlay, in both head and foot 
panels, of burl walnut finish. In this style this 
bed would fit well into many sun porch schemes 
of furnishings and decorations. Again, this same 
bed may be had in all mahogany , with a slender 
gold stripe on the panels as the only decoration. 

Other styles are finished in such combinations 
as walnut and natural cane; green, black and 



gold; stippled parchment, green and gold; wal- 
nut and maple; and walnut, green and gold. 
There are also simpler designs and plainer fin- 
ishes at lower prices. 

In the following four pages several of the vari- 
ous designs and finishes are shown. From the 
illustrations on pages six to ten, inclusive, you 
can get some idea of how Murphy In-a-Dor Beds 
fit perfectly into difl^erent furnishing schemes as 
well as some conception of how they give you 
double service from the rooms in which they are 
installed at a comparatively low cost. 

Here seems a logical time, while discussing 
the styles and finishesof Murphy In-a-Dor Beds, 
to emphasize again the ease with which they 
are installed and used. No special construction 
is necessary, not even an extra wide door to affect 
the other furnishings of a room, and you can oper- 
ate a Murphy In-a-Dor Bed at the touch of a hand. 

Select a Bed that Harmonizes 

Of course any Murphy In-a-Dor Bed you buy 
will give you the economic advantages already 
pointed out. However, just in the proportion 
that you use discrimination, and select a bed in 
harmony with your other furniture, will it al- 
ways be a pleasant sight to your eyes as well as a 
comforting rest to your weariness. 

There are both esthetic and physical qualities 
to Murphy In-a-Dor Beds and it is the aim of 
this book to help you satisfy your tastes — both 
esthetic and physical. 
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One of the simpler designs is that shown above ^ No, 
17500. With its Graceline tubing and its finish in waU 
nuty mahogany or plain brown it is a handsome bed and 
deserves its popularity aside from its reasonable price. 



As our pictures show^ the Murphy In~a-Dor Bed below ^ 
No. 17502^ is a bit dressier than its near relative at the 
top of the page. Not only are cane panels introduced 
but the panels are themselves decorated with medallions. 
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In a general way the be^ above ^ No. 1 7 504 y is a square 
cornered adaptation of No, 17500^ on page fifteen^ 
though with more uprights in both head and foot boards, 
Graceline tubingfinished in walnut ^ mahogany orbrown. 



With its cane panels and medallions ^ No. J 7 506 ^ pic- 
tured below y is a bed of broad application. Like the 
other beds on this and preceding pages ^ it is suitable for 
sun porch or any room not too elaborately furnished. 
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Comfortable Springs 



YOU can have 
your Murphy 
In-a-Dor Bed 
equipped with your se- 
lection of four types of 
springs. There is a vari- 
ation in prices for the 
different springs but this 
variation is due to the 
type and not at all to 
any variation in quality. 

All our springs are 
made of perfectly tem- 
pered, special spring wire. The springs are so 
fastened together that there are no wires to work 
loose and make the springs noisy and finally to 
break and cut the mattress with sharp ends. 
These springs retain their silent resiliency and 
their sleep-inducing comfort for many years. 
The ribbon fabric — full length ribbons of 




springy steel fastened at 
the ends and to each 
other with helical springs 
— is a very popular type. 
It*s sagless for either one 
or two people. It is easily 
cleaned, hence is popular 
for apartments, hotels, 
clubs aAd dormitories. 

The single deck coil 
provides sufficient cush- 
ioning for most people, 
but for those who wish 
still more there is the double deck coil. 

The Murphy In-a-Dor Bed also comes equipped 
with box springs for those who prefer this most 
luxurious and more expensive type of bed spring. 

Each of these springs is furnished in four 
standard sizes. It is all merely a question of 
your preference and your cost limits. 






A Complete Line 
of Murphy Beds 



SO far this booklet has been given over to 
the Pivot type of Murphy In-a-Dor Bed. 
Perfect concealment behind an ordinary 
door with easy and safe operation combined 
with true comfort makes this bed the acknowl- 
edged leader among all concealed beds 

The full size Pivot type of Murphy In-a-Dor 
Bed is shown again on the page opposite. It is 
the type shown on preceding pages and here it is 
illustrated attached opposite the door. This 
Pivot type can, of course, be used with a sliding 
door if it is desirable to have the opening closed 
while the bed is down. 

On pages twenty-two and twenty-three two 
other kinds of installations are shown. Twin 
beds can be installed behind two doors, either of 
solid wood or of the French door style. This in- 
stallation requires, for twin beds, the minimum 
of closet space. 

For the full size bed there is also the two-door, 
off-center method of installation. This installa- 
tion does not permit access to the closet while 
the bed is in it but does permit the closing of the 
opening when the bed is down, in the room. 
Another feature sometimes an advantage is 
that the bed, when lowered, is accessible from 
both sides and also is away from the side wall, 
which may have a door or window in it. 

The Recess Type 

The Recess type of Murphy In-a-Dor Bed 
does not pivot. It requires a minimum space 
for concealment. It fits into a closet only nine- 
teen inches deep. Although it is used to some 
extent in new construction, the large demand 



for the Recess type comes from those who are 
remodeling old quarters in which no provisions 
have been made for bed closets. The Recess 
type must be installed, inasmuch as it does not 
pivot, behind double doors, opening outward. 

The Roller Type 

For a building erected before Murphy In-a- 
Dor Beds were developed, re-modeling is made 
practicable by the Roller type which can be 
moved, to the place it will be used, from the 
closet of another room. This bed will pass 
through a two and a half foot door. The closet 
needs depth rather than width. The Roller type 
can be installed in a wide and rather shallow 
closet behind two doors, just as the Recess 
type is installed in a still more shallow closet. 

The Roller type of Murphy Bed lowers and 
raises with ease and safety, because it is per- 
fectly controlled by the patented spring tension 
balance. A continuous felt bumper protects 
other furniture and the woodwork as the bed is 
moved about on its large, non-friction, ball- 
bearing, rubber casters. 

Unbiased Assistance 

This complete line of Murphy Beds is of im- 
portance to you not merely because it gives you 
such a range for selection among these famous 
beds but because it will give you confidence in 
any suggestions made by representatives of 
Murphy Door Bed Company. With all types 
among his line, a Murphy In-a-Dor Bed repre- 
sentative has no incentive, conscious or invol- 
untary, to sell you any particular type of bed.

Door openings must be 7 feet high to 
use beds having full length bed springs 
which are 6 feet 4 inches long. When 
door openings are only 6 feet 8 inches 
high beds are furnished with springs 
6 feet 1 inch long. 

We strongly recommend using door 
openings 7 feet high whenever possible 
so that the full length spring can be 
used insuring perfect comfort for those 
a little taller than the average.
